Another Hamlin Boy 
Meets Death In Action 


The many friends of Mr. and Mrs. 
C. R. Faulkenberry, of Rt. 1, Ham­ 
lin sympathize with them in another 
dark hour of grief, caused by the 
information that their son, Techni­ 
cian Fiftth Grade Wilburn J. Faulk­ 
enberry, has died in action in New 
Guinea. Below is the message let­ 
ter, following a telegram that ar­ 
rived on Thursday of last week. It 
reads: 
“I deeply regret that it is neces­ 
sary to confirm the telegram of re­ 
cent date informing you of the death 
of your son, Technician Fifth Grade 
Wilburn J. Faulkenberry, 38,36 9,- 
389, Coast Artillery Corps, who died 
on 17 October 194 4 on Noemfoor 
Island, New Guinea, as a result of 
injuries received in action. 
“ I wish that I could give you more 
information 
but unfortunately re­ 
ports of this nature prepared in ac­ 
tive theatres of operations are of 
necessity brief and contain only es­ 
sential facts. However, if any fur­ 
ther details are received they will 
be promptly communicated to you. 
“ The significance of his heroic 
service to his country will be pre­ 
served 
and 
commemorated 
by 
a 
grateful nation, and it is hoped that 
this thought may give you strength 
and courage in your sorrow. 
“ My deepest sympathy is extend­ 
ed to you in your bereavement. 
“ Sincerely yours, 
“J. A. ULIO, Major General.”

The fam­ 
ily went back to Hill County the 
following summer and drove back 35 
head of cattle that had been left be­ 
hind.
